PREAMBLE 

1* Prisoner is a 43-year-old. Rhinelander who was postod to Apt VI at 

a late stage of the war (Oct 44), solely on account of his knowledge of 
the FAR EAST, 

2. He joined the Auslandsorganisation of the Party in 1934 when in 

JAPAN , more, he claims, for nostalgic than for political reasons. On 
his return to GERMAiY ho became a uoiubor of affiliated organisations. 

His subsequent activities do not appear to have been considerable, being 
confined to occasional lecturing on Far Eastern subjects in SS Oborab- 
schnitt SODV.'EST, with the honorary rank of 3S Ostuf. Otherwise he 
maintains that he did not hold office in the Party. 

3- Throughout interrogation ho has beon co-operative. He is of studious 

disposition and appears to have retained his scholar's respect for truth. 

It i3 considered that Prisoner’s statements are reliable and any gaps or 
discrepancies may bo ascribed to lack of knowledge and faulty memory 
rather’ than to on attempt to withhold infra.
